NEW YEAR’S RESOLUTIONS © 


This is a good time to 
New Year resolutions. Wha! 
we resolve to do or not do 
birds? 

In the first place, before we for- 
get what we have seen since the 
beginning of January let us start a 
list of the birds we identify, giv- 
ing the date and place where 
found. We will be glad in years to 
come, because it is interesting to 
note whether or not a certain spe- 


cfes is usually around at the same] - 


period. Mild winters mean that 
more birds remain in Canada; 
early springs find us busily writ- 
ing names of migrants sooner than 
usual; late springs make us won- 
der if our feathered friends have 
come to harm on their trip from 
the south. Each year we will find 
our list longer than before as we 
make the acquaintance of new 


We might decide to keep a rec- 
ord of one particular species this 
year. Suppose, for instance, we 
choose the Starling. Do any spend 
the winter near us? Where do they 
live, in our chimneys or under our 
eaves? What do they look like at 
this season? Does their appear- 
ance change later in the year? 
How should, they be compared 
with a Robin jn size? Are their 
numbers added to at migration 
time? ‘What material is used for a 
nest? Is there only one family 
brought up by a pair in a sum- 
mer? Can we distinguish between 
we Parents and the children?

Frank -Timmons, 72, former fac- 
tory furnace tender, was held in 
jail today on a charge of murder 
as the result of the fatal beating 
of his daughter Helen, 42, and 
the critical wounding of.his 82- 
year-old invalid wife who is not 
expected to recover. 

He appeared before Magistrate 
H. D. Hallett today and was re- 
manded for a week without plea. 

Timmons, respected locally for 
his industry and quiet disposition, 
knocked on the door of a neigh- 
bor, Mrs: Alfred Cort, shortly 
after -7 am. Sunday and sald: 
“I have killed my daughter and 
I am afraid: I have killed my 
wlfe,” ‘police reported, 

Mrs, Cort went with Timmons 
into his bunglow on North-East- 
End Vine St. and what she saw 
there made her summon police 
td the house to take Timmons in- 
to custody. 

Helen Timmons, 42-year-old 
former school teacher, lay dead 
on the dining room floor. In a 
bedroom a few feet away was 
Mrs, Catherine Timmons, bleed- 
ing from the throat but still con- 
scious. 

Police sald Mrs.- Timmons, 
bedridden with rheumatism for 
the last four years, told them her 
husband struck her with his 
fists and tore her throat and 
mouth with his fingers. 

An sutopsy indicated the 
daughter had been knocked un- 
conscious and that as she, lay on 
the floor, her tongue slipped into 
her throat and caused strangu- 
lation, 


No Argument 


Detective James Anderson sald 
thst, as far as he could learn, 
no argument preceded the slay- 
ing. 

“About 6.30 a.m. Timmons went 
to the basement to attend to the 
fire. His daughter had dressed 
and was preparing to get break- 
fast before going to mass. 

“When he came upstairs, we 
understand, Timmons met his 
daughter in the dining room and, 
without saying a word, he struck 
her. When his wife began to 
scream, he went into the bed- 
room and hit her.”. 

It was learned Timmons suf- 
fered a heart attack some time 
ago, gave up his job three 
months ago, and for the last sev- 
eral weeks had brooded over his 
wife's ill health and his own. 

An 80-year-old-brother, James, 
visited Timmons in the police 
station cells yesterday. Later the 
brother sald: “Frank's mind must 
have gone a complete blank for 
he doesn’t remember a thing 
about st.” 

Mrs. Timmons was quoted by 
police as saying she “played 
dead” after he had beaten her 
and her husband then left her to 
continue a strangulation attack 
on Helen. 

Although he had consulted 
psychiatrists who had talked to 
him and who seemed convinced 
his melancholia had been over- 
come, her husband had. outlined 
a plan ne more than two weeks 
aso to kill her and her daughter, 
Mrs. Timmons sald.

Three Patrons ‘ons of Gambling 
House Slightly Wounded 
During Holdup 


Montreal, Jan, 12. (CP)—Pro- 
vincial police said today they 
were on the trail of the four gun- 
men who held ,up a suburban 
gambling house Saturday night 
and shot three patrons with a 
burst from a sub-machine gun. 
The hold-up reportedly netted the 
bandits about $7,000 

The ahooting occurred in 2 
farmhouse on lonely.

There were about 20 persons 
in the house when the four gun- 
men entered.

“The plain fact Is,” he said in 
his accompanying message,” “that 
our budget must remain high until 
we have met our internat! re- 
sponsibllities and can see the way 
clear to a peaceful and prosperous 
world.”

Favor Ceilings on Meats, Livestock 





Toronto, Jan. 13 (CP)—N. D. 
Roose, past predident of the Tor- 
onto Retail Butchers’ Association 
said today “the majority of the 
800 butchers in greater Toronto” 
would favor  reimposition of 
price controls if the Federal gov- 
ernment “would place ceilings 
on livestock as well as on meats.” 

“We butchers do not want the 
present situation any more than 
the consumers,” he said in an in- 
terview, “The sooner it is cleared 
up the better. But if ceilings are 
put on meat prices and the pri- 
ces of livestock are allowed to 
soar, we will only have a recur- 
rence of- the impossible ‘black 
market’ situation we had a short 
while ago.”

Ottawa, Jan. 27 —(CP)—
